Making; a plaster cast of the hand is 
a simple and easy process; and one 
which requires only care and a little 
patience to attain a perfect result. 

The hand or other object to be cast is 
thoroughly greased. Vaseline is the 
best: for this purpose, as it is a little 
gummy and sticks veil. Plaster of paris 
is mixed to a batter consistency and 
little color added (indigo will do), the 
object laid in position and the hatter 
poured over it and allowed to harden 
When the matrix or mold is set the 
hand is wriggled out, plain white plas¬ 
ter hatter poured in, after the mold has 
been thoroughly greased, and when this 
white filling is hardened the mold is 
broken away, the difference in color as¬ 
sisting one to see what mnst come off. 

As to the manner of making casts 
Do not take a hand flat and stiff. Grease 
a cloth, push It up into graceful folds, 
lay the hand upon it in an easy posi¬ 
tion, disposing the fabric under any 
bent knuckle so that; there will be as 
little as possible of what the carvers 
call “under cutting, ” which would 
make the mold hard: to get off. 

Casts, however, need not he limi ted 
to hands. A daring amateur may at¬ 
tempt: a life mask if she can find a cour¬ 
ageous subject willing to submit to her 
experiments. 

‘In this case the eyebrows and lashes 
must; be thoroughly greased, as well as 
the skin of the face, and the hair cov¬ 
ered, so that no piaster can possibly reach 
and adhere to it. 

The subject is laid upon her back, _ 
couple of goose quills fixed in the nos¬ 
trils for her to breathe through, and she 
is told to relax her features te a calm 
expression and keep perfectly still until 
the mold hardens 

These casts have to he finished and 
touched up a little after they are taken 
with, a sharp knife or chisel, and any 
roughness there may be smoothed away 
with fine sandpaper. Then, mounted on 
a square of dark red. or old blue plush, 
they are handsome wall ornaments, as 
well as the most faithful of all por¬ 
traits—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Tie Nest of the Albatross and Some Oth¬ 
ers Is "Where They Sit Down—An Island 
In the Antarctic Regions—The Expe¬ 
rience of Audubon. 

Some time ago a small party of ex¬ 
plorers landed omone of the apparently 
barren islands just on toe borders of the 
antarctic regions and found it inhabited 
by a remarkable colony of birds that 
ranged from large Mother Carey like 
birds to penguins of all kinds and de¬ 
grees. The island was fairly covered 
with the feathered inhabitants, and, as 
the boat ran on to a rock that apparently 
afforded a landing, the birds, instead of 
moving avyay, seemed determined to 
resent the intrusion and stood their 
ground, viciously attacking th& men, 
Who, though they knocked the birds 
aside with clubs and oars, made no ap¬ 
preciable inroad upon their numbers. 

The party then formed a compact 
body, and, armed with boathooks to 
push the shrieking throng atfjrle, moved 
up what apparently was a street here- 
and there dotted with singular stool- 
like objects about 8 feet in width, 
larger at the top. These were the nests 
of the albatross, and, as the men were 
especially desirous of obtaining a set of 
eggs, they observed the nests very care-, 
fully, but in every instance the bird 
When approached 5 shuffled clumsily 
away, and no eggs were found, though 
the birds were supposed to be sitting 
upon them.

dropped by the running bird, which had 
all the time been carrying it, not under 
her wing, as she is supposed to do at sea 
by superstitions sailors, but In a pecul¬ 
iar sack in the skin provided by nature 
for this very purpose. 

The albatross is famed for its power 
of flight, following vessels hundreds of 
miles. Yet when nesting it apparently 
forgets that it has wings, as it can be 
handled and pushed about in the nest, 
making no attempt to fly or move un¬ 
less driven away by blows. 'This may 
be dne to the fact that the egg is held 
in. the curious sack and the bird in¬ 
stinctively knows that it cannot fly off 
with it; so it resists. 

This sly bird is called the molly 
mauk. And its consin, the great alba¬ 
tross, has a similar habit, the egg, 
which is five inches in length, almost 
as large as that of a swan, being held 
in a perfect incubating pouch. 

On Marion island the explorers found 
the great king penguin—a bird which 
stands half as high as a man, with Its 
bill pointing directly upward instead of 
out, as with other birds. As they landed 
and approached the singular creatures, 
which had been standing about, they 
hopped away slowly, but not an egg 
could be found, a set of which was the 
object of the visit. 

The birds had a peculiar movement. 
Instead of walking and moving one foot 
after toe other, or alternately, they 
held them close together and hopped. 
This excited the laughter of the men, 
who finally toppled a bird over, where¬ 
upon toe egg rolled out upon toe sand. 

The king penguin was also an egg 
carrier, not only holding it while stand¬ 
ing still, but carrying the big egg about 
with it by placing it in a pouch for the 
purpose, holding it in with the broad 
webbed feet that are kept closely to¬ 
gether. This explained the curious hop¬ 
ping motion of the birds, as they could 
not move their feet without dropping 
the egg, but the moment one was forced 
to give up the prize it ran away, using 
both feet, like ordinary birds. 

This remarkable habit does away with 
the necessity of a nest, as the bird car 
ries its egg with it as it moves about. 

In these instances the birds rarely trans¬ 
port the egg to a great distance. If un¬ 
disturbed, they probably remain about a 
certain locality, but there are birds 
which have been known to transport 
their eggs from one place to another, 
literally flying away with them. When 
Audubon first heard this story of the 
mghthawk, called Chuck Will’s widow 
he thought it a story of the negroes’ 
Some insisted that the bird carried "the 
egg away under its wing; others that it 
rolled the egg over the ground. To de¬ 
termine ^ the troth. Audubon concealed 
mmself in the woods under a nest, hav¬ 
ing first handled the eggs, and waited 
to see what the old bird would do. The 
first bird to arrive appeared very del 
jected at the discovery that the secret 
home had been found, ruffling up its 
feathers and uttering a moaning cry 
jnst audible to the listener. Then the 
mate arrived, and, after various move- 
ments indicative of alarm, each bird 
took an egg in its capacious mouth and 
flew softly away. 

Le Yaillant, the French naturalist, 
observed the collared goatsuckor of the 
Cape of Good Hope carrying off i ts eggs 
in the same manner—a comparatively 
easy feat, as themouth of all these birds 
is very capacious, a veritable trap when 
the jaws are opened for the various in¬ 
sects upon which they feed in the dusk 
between day and night. 

Many birds carry their young short 
distances, as the woodcock, which has 
been seeu carrying off a little one be¬ 
tween the claws, while itis well known 
that the wood duck carries, its young

Electricity and Vegetation. 

As there are a great many references 
in our scientific exchanges of late to 
the influence of electricity on germinat¬ 
ing seeds and growing plants we will 
state that such experiments are not 
new. Researches in that line were car¬ 
ried on away back in the fifties. In 1858 
H. F- Baxter of Scotland wrote as fol¬ 
lows in The British Botanical Review i 
“As it may be considered a law in 
vegetable physiology that all plants 
have a tendency during the germination 
of their seeds to develop in two diamet¬ 
rically opposite directions, the root and 
the stem, the question arose. Might 
not this direction be influenced or coun¬ 
teracted by submitting the germinating 
seeds to a current of eleotricity? Accord- 
ingly, a series of experiments were un- 
I dertaken which were carried out with 
elaboration of detail. After months of 
patient experimenting I feel justified in 
announcing that no definite conclusions 
were drawn from them as to the rela¬ 
tive effect of the electricity, although 
each series of experiments was varied 
and multiplied. ”—St. Louis Republic. 

The Suez Canal« 

A letter, recently published, from 
Bonaparte to his friend Paul I, the em¬ 
peror of Russia, shows that but for the 
assassination of- the latter in 1801 the 
Suez canal might have been cut many 
years before 1869. Napoleon wrote that 
the British threatened to invade Egypt 
and that their pride and insolence 
should be rebuked. He added: “The 
Suez canal, which will unite the Medi¬ 
terranean and the Indian ocean, is sur¬ 
veyed. It is a work which can be fin¬ 
ished within a short time and which 
would prove to be of incalculable bene¬ 
fit to Russian commerce. ” It is inter¬ 
esting to note that the diplomatic rep¬ 
resentative of France in Egypt at that 
time was M. de Lesseps, the father of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, who finally ac¬ 
complished the great undertaking. 


tamed down over the foot of toe bed. 
If a feather bed is used^hat is also well 
shaken up and left until the bed Is 
again made np, sometimes in toe fore 
noon. This management is in strong 
contrast to the usual plan of never 
touching a slept in bed until it is again 
prepared for toe sleeper, yet in toe item 
of health there is perhaps no discernible 
difference. 

The children living in homes oi 
squalor and wretchedness, whose bed 
ding is perhaps not changed once a 
month, are quite as healthy and cheer 
fnl as those who sleep in bed linen 
changed daily. The Chinaman who 
sleeps on his pillow of wood is quite as 
strong and usually less nervous than 
the “Mellican man” who rests his head 
upon downy pillows. However, this is 
no excuse why beds should not receive 
proper care and a thorough airing fre, 
quently, if not daily. ■ It is certainly a 
matter of habit, and the daughters usu 
ally in this line follow the practice in 
culcated by their mothers. 

Bedclothes that are stored away 
should he aired several times each year, 
as moths and the carpet bug will raise 
sad havoc with them if not properly at¬ 
tended to. Camphor gum or fine tobacco 
scattered between each fold will keep 
out the former, but cannot be depended 
upon as a panacea for tjie carpet bug. 
If mice are known to he about the prem¬ 
ises, traps should be properly baited and 
placed near their haunts, as at nesting 
time they will riddle bedding to make 
a soft nest. A close fitting chest oj 
trunk makes the safest storing place foi 
all unused clothing, bedding, etc. A 
large plain trunk can usually be pur¬ 
chased for a small sum, and will' -paj 
its cost every year in toe safety of its 
contents.—Germantown Telegraph. 


PIN HISTORY. 


The Useful Articles Were Known In Earlj 
Times to Egyptians. 

,, P f n ®' are * as saying goes, as old as 
toe hills. In some form or another thej 
have been in existence ever since om 
first parents clothed themselves in fig 
leaves, which grew wild in the garden 
of Eden. As a’matter of fact, pins claim 
a. very high antiquity, the earliest form 
being the natural thorn, which is still 
used to some extent by fhe peasanl 
women of - upper Egypt. In prehistoric 
times pins were also made of toe small 
bones of fish and animals. 

Among the remains of the lake dwell¬ 
ers of Europe have been foi.ud bronze 
pins and bronze brooches, in which the 
pms form the prominent feature, many 
of which are highly ornamental and 
very beautiful. A few copper and one 
iron pin have also been found. ’It is es¬ 
timated that 10,000 pins have been col¬ 
lected at the lacustrine station of Swit¬ 
zerland alone. A few of these have dou¬ 
ble stems and were probably used as 
hairpins. There have been found al 
Peschiere pins which are exactly the 
same in form as the safety pins of the 
present time. Among the single stem 
pms are many ingenious devices foi 
preventing the spike from passing en¬ 
tirely through the cloth or other ma¬ 
terial it i s use( i for f as t en ing together. 
Many of them are so formed that they 
are thicker in some places than in oth¬ 
ers. A large number, both of bone and 
bronze, bad the head formed of a loose 
ring passed through an eye in the pin. 

A few of them have the appearance oi 
the scarfpm now in use. In Egypt pi u8 
with gold heads have been discovered, 
while in ancient Rome bronze pins and 
bone hairpins with ornamental heads 
Have been discovered among, relics oi 
Pompeii—Philadelphia Press.
